BREER CLASSIFIES 
ANTI-KNOCK FUELS 


Divides Them Into 4 
Groups; Outlines 
Characteristics

HERE is a wide variation 
in anti-knock fuels. Even 

greater efficiency than we 
are now getting can be se- 
cured by developing better 
anti-knock fuels, and with the, 
| attention of the oi] companies 
| focussed on this problem be- 
{cause of the advent of such 
|engines as the Red Head with

| its high compression ratio, 
a uniform high-grade fuel 
which will provide greater 


efficiency and power will be 
developed. 

Anti-knock fuels may be roughiy 
These 
| are:— 
|; (1) Natural anti-knock gasolines. 
|Certain crude petroleum produce 
gasolines of good anti-knock prop- 
erties, whereas certain other crudes 
| produce gasoline of poor anti-knock 
properties. Due to this the com- 

pression ratio adopted by car manu- 

facturers must remain low, being 
| penalized by the poor gasolines of 
| certain localities using these natural 
| fuels. 

| (2) Other fuels, not gasoline, 
| properly speaking, which have ex- 
|cellent anti-knock qualities. of 
these, benzol is the most familiar, 
j}and toluol less familiar. Both are 
| products of the distillation of coal 
}in by-product coke ovens. These 
|fuels frequently are blended with 
|gasolines, producing good anti- 
| knock fuels. 

| (3) The so-called “cracked” gaso- 
jlines. These are the outcome of 
| recent developments originally 
|planned to obtain more gasoline 
{from a barrel of crude throuyvh 
treatment at high temperatures aid 
pressures. There are many such 
processes, some better than otheys. 
But the significance here is that 
the petroleum industry has only 
started to scratch the surface in 
producing anti-knock gasolines from 
relatively poor crudes by means of 
cracking. 

The possibilities for improving 
our motor fuels by cracking are tre- 
mendous. The high anti-knock 
value of such gasoline shows that 
we may look forward to consistently 


better fuels as this cracking be- 
comes more clearly understood. 
Several companies already cre 


marketing fuels of good anti-knock 
properties by this process. 

(4) Gasolines treated with various 
chemicals which reduce the fuel’s 
tendency to knock. One of these, 
tetraethyl lead, is widely dnown and 
widely marketed. Gasolines contain- 
ing it form the majority of our best 
anti-knock value, sulphur content 
pounds, such as aniline and iron 
carbonyl, neither marketed in this 
country at present, have these same 
properties. Iron carbonyl is now 
marketed in parts of Europe, but 


|in its present form contains certain 


properties not desirable. It seems 
quite possible, however, that further 
research will overcome these diffi- 
culties, and may also disclose other 
compounds that may even surpass 
anything now known. 

Every gasoline fuel contains four’ 
properties that make it more de- 
sirable or less desirable for motoi 
car use. These are its volatility, 
anti-knock, sulphur content and 
and gum-forming constituents. 

While volatility promotes easy 
Starting and quick warming up, ex- 
tremely volatile fuels may cause 
trouble in hot weather through their 
tendency to boil. Ragged engine 
running is the result. Subject to 
numerous exceptions, a broad gen-’ 
eral statement can be made that 
the more volatile the fuel the better 
anti-knock rating it will have. An- 
ti-knock offers the possibility of 
greater power and engine efficiency 
and is one of the most important 
properties of any gasoline.
